DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the provisional application: 
60/432,219 with a filing date 12/09/2002. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on July 08, 
2008 has been entered. 

3. Claims 1-2 and 4 are pending in the application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. Applicant's Information Disclosure Statements filed on July 08, 2008, and August

Reasons for Allowance 

5. Claims 1-2 and 4 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 

record, and therefore are allowable. The closest reference is Pettit et al. publication, J. 
Organic Chemistry, 2001 , 66, 2583. The difference between the instant claims and 
Pettit et al. is that the instant compounds of the formula of claim 1 have not been found.

formula of claim 1 and methods of use has not been found. Claims 1-2 and 4 are 
allowed.
